Mr. Croft moved that in view of the' 
intention of the governmont to intru'dUee 
legislation I'olative to tlie timber lands of 
the province it is desirable that the house 
be fully iid'orined as to the present condi- 
tion (if the timber trade Lif the country. 
Be it therefore resolved that a select com- 
mittee^ be appointed for the purpose of 
obtaining such information with power to 
call for persons and jiapors, and to re]iort 
to this house, and tliat the committee bo 
also at liberty to rejiort a seheino for tho 
protection of the timber lauds ijf the pror- 

mco, such (^d littee to be composed of 

tho fidlowing uieiiibera: The Hon. the 
Attorney-tieueral and Messrs. Higgins, 
Vernon, Grant, Bide, and the mover. 

The mover in making the resolution 
pointed out that the subject was one of 
peculiar interest to the province, and in a 
clear and well considered speech described 
the ditlieiilties against which those en- 
gaged in the lumber industry had already 
to eoutond. -As an illustration of the ex- 
tent of tho foreign trade he ]iointcd out that 
last year Pugot Sound shipped one and b 
half million feet to foreign ports, while the 
amount sent to domestic jxn ts amounted 
to nearly two million feet. A duty of 
from two to three dollars per thousand 
was charged by the United States and also 
by Aiistraliii on imported lumber, which 
militated considerably against" our trade. ■ 

Mr. Higgins in seconding the resolu- 
tion said he had the ( Intario returns be- 
fore him for tho year 188.0, which showed 
that a revenue of oyer §075,000 had been 
received from tlie lumber. He under- 
stood that a number of men were kept 
employed there keeping out fires, which 
did more destruction in this province than 
the lumbernieu. 

Mr. fiemlin did not wish to offer any 
oppogitiiin to the resolution, but was of 
opinion that the resolution was out of 
order, inaHinneh as it was proposed th.it 
the committee should assume the func- 
tions of the government. He thought 
the resolution should be withdrawn till 
tho govemmeiit brought in their bill. 

Hon. Mr. Davie did not agree with the 
last Bp^jaker. He thought tho desire of ' 
the house was not so much to derive at . 
present ,i large revenue from our timber 
as to provont its iiionopolizjition by for- 
eign sjjeeulatora. 

Mr Beaven said Mr. Ci runt had inform- 
ed him ho could not ait on this committee. 
It was suggested that Mr. Ladner'a name 
be placed on the comnuttoe. 

Mr. Orr said he did not think Mr. Lad- 
ner wished to act on it. 

Mr. Grant's 'name having been with- 
drawn the resolution passed.

at its earliest convenience to select, appoint 
and send at least one qualified, reliable . 
and experienced person to act as public 
service cominiasioner with qualified as- 
sistants Id pi-dciHul to Asia and there to 
studj- and gat her atatistics of those coun- 
tries, the kind and ainoimt of trade done, 
whereto .and wlierefroin; idso as to what 
manufactured commercial and agricultural 
produce of Canada is suitable to their mar- 
kets, and to report as fully as possible to 
the proper departiiieiit at Ottawa, their 
report to bu jiublialied and issued to the 
public at cost jirice for their information. 
Tlie mover believed if a well (pnilitiod man 
was scut to China lo gather tho informa- 
tion referred to it woidd be a great bene- 
fit to the country. The silk and cotton 
trade would come this way instead of by 
the Suez canal. It wua alao pointed that 
products which the Nortliweat could 
supply were conaumed ' -ely in China. 
Seventy-live men-of-war- and sometimOB 
more were always stationed at Singapore 
and other Chinese ports which were sup- 
plied at present from California and Ore- . ' 
gon and there was no reason why wo 
should iidt, get a share uf that trade. 

Mr. Heaven hoped the introducer of 
the resolution would withdraw it. if it 
passed it would show that We were en- 
couraging that which had been so detri- - 
menial to the province. 

Mr. Turner was aurprised that the 
honor.able geutleiiiaii should oiipose a 
legitimate trade with any country. 

Mr. Dunsniuir 1 am not aurprised at 
the honorable gentleman. 1 would not 
say anything if he were consistent, but 
the fact is he is a member of a company 
which employs Chinese. 

Members -Name tho company. 

Mr. Dunaniuir—Tho Foster mining 
company. 

Mr. Higgins— No. Mr. Speaker, as a 
director and member of that company I 
beg to say no Chinese are employed by it. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — T know better. 

Mr. Davie — Yes; they employ a Chinese 
cook (laughter). 

Mr. Turner — There are no Chinese em- 
ployed by the Foster mining company. 

Mr. Beaven, as a shareholder of the 
company, explained that he h.<»d made it 
,s/m: lyita non before he' went into the com- 
pany that no Chinese wore to be ein- 
phiyod. 

Mr. Higgins — No, no. 

Mr. Dunaniiiir, proceeding, said if Chi 
noae were not employed tliey would be. .

Incandc .s 
cent electric lights give not only a .safer 
but .-i iHiich iiioro 1 irilli.iiil illiiiiiinal ion, 
and li'rht.s of this kind wouM bi' in.sl.inlly 
iLStiiiiuish-'l by lb.' fiai'i uie of tho gla.s.s 
bulbs wlih li ^uridiind thoiii. 

Tick New York Juurml of Commerce, 
discussing tho labor question says: "All 
that is wanted of tho best govornmnnt in 
the matter of wuik and w,\gcs is to leave 
every m.'tn fri-oio niakc^ his own coni ract 
and to restrain, if need be, any oniu ei tod 
intorforenoia with the exercise (.f this per- 
sonal lib'orty. ' Tlio socialists li.ive open 
ly boasted lli.it, in the near futui'o, llioy 
woidd s' i iiio '• such logidatioii as 
will I'ompel employer.s to colli odo to the 
working cl.is.sos their inalienable rights." 
Kut they ha\ o no regard wlmtever for the 
"inalienable rights" of workingmen. One 
of flie chiofest of these, tho right to con- 
tract for his labor without outside re- 
st r.-iint or cooii'ioii, and to bo protected in 
the em|iloymeiil uhicli follows Hiicli an 
oiigngumeiit, tliey violate in tho outset of 
their «bn. He must submit td have 
where no sliull work, for whom he shall 



vt ork, lmw„mlaSiy hours ho shall work, and 
for what price ho shall work,^;diotate,d' 'to 
him by a district assembly or coiincil ov6r 
which ho has no control, or retain his iu- 
dopoudonce at the risk of his life. State 
arbitration and boanls of mediation do 
not propose to restore the freedom thus 
ravished from him, nor to protect the 
rights thus ruthlessiy assailed; but on tho 
contrary are baaed in part or in whole 
upon tho ide.a thnt auoh interference is 
whtdo.somc, and to be encouraged in the 
coiiiuion interest. The principal is vicious 
aud the jiractico loads to intolerable ty- 
r;inny and opiiressioii." 

Mil. ,1. \^. Pkuiiy ctmtributos to a re- 
cent issue of the Toronto Tmih a sketch 
of the British house of commons, espociallj' 
in so far as it is compariible|)yith .,5he,;pt> 
tawa chamber. No one w|idj,}cnp^p,lihe 
two uliambor.s will tiuustion tHe first 
conclusion at which Mr. Perry arrives, 
that f(U' combut elegance and Qonvenioiice 
tho British houso i.s not to be compared 
with the halls at Ottawa. Tho ])ile of 
buildings at Ottawa is truly one of which 
no Canadian noed feel ashamed, while 
Britisli memtferii" of patiiamenb would 
envy many of the facilities and conven- 
iences which are provided for tho Ottawa 
reproaentJitives.

Of course he can lind no compour 
of Mr. Gladstone iu Caimda, but what

ventures to mako that "man for man all 
round, we have better timber in C;inada 
than tliuy can boast of at prosout in tho 
British house of commons Coming to 
treat of individuals he finds, cerUiiuly 
without much if any exaggeration, 
a parallel for Mr. Chamberhiin in Mr. 
I'ltlward Blake, tho leader of the Cana- 
dian Opposition; to Mr. Matthews, the 
British home socrotary, ho likena Sir 
Charles Tapper; iu Mr. Daltoii Mc(."ai-tliy 
and Mr. Wm. Lount, e.x.-M. 1'. 1'. , he lliuls 
reproductions of Lord Randolph I'liurcli- 
ill, which it would be ditlicult, perha|iH, 
for others to tnice. Sir Willitim Vernon 
llarcourt is the oonipaiiiim of Sir Richard 
Cartwriglit; Sir Michael Hicks- Beacli of 
tho lute Mr. Crooks, and Lord llartington 
of Mr. Meredith; though Mr. SV. H. 
Smith is, in his opinion, no match for 
Mr. Oliver "Mowat, nor Mr. Mdrley for 
Mr. Laurier. Since the death of Loi'd 
Beacoiialicld, Mr. Perry can lind no 
parallel of Sir .lohii Macdoiiald; iiiid 
likewise Mr. Parnell is without a Cana- 
dian coni])eor.
